Humor. 

One recently wrote to the Post-Dispatch 
asking how he might become an Humorist. 
The Post-Dispatch's “Question and Answer” 
editor—who I imagine is a sadly harried in- 
dividual—gave this brother scant comfort in 
making reply. He told him that Humorists 
were born—not made. What the Post-Dis- 
patch failed to do-—the Bazoo will, in all 
modesty, attempt to accomplish, 

Paper is high and space is priceless, so I 
must be as brief as possible. But anyone fol- 
lowing the simple methods set forth in this 
article can become, in a measure, @ success- 
ful humorist. 

It is the manifest purpose of joke writers 
to make people laugh—this much Is plain. One 
difficulty that arises here is: that which will 
appear funny to one person, will cause an- 
other to draw a long face and shake a dolefu] 
head. It is, therefore, plain that the success 
of any joke depends not so much how it Its told 
as to whom it tis told. A joke directed against 
the English would get more applause from 
a German audience than if it were told in 
England. So be circumspect tn choosing your 
audience before springing a funny story or e 
joke. 

It is most easy, and sometimes natural, to 
make grave mistakes along these lines. For 
example: I once knew a sprightly young man 
who aspired to become a jokesmith. He 
labored long hours trying to discover some new 
joke. He sought to imagine hitherto undis- 
covered funny situations. At last one bright, 
sunshiny day, all unheralded, came the great 
thought—he found a joke. He dropped al] 
other work he had in hand; and labored far 
into the night searching his soul for beautifu} 


words wherewith to clothe his idea, so that 
it might bid the better for the world’s ap- 
proval. As he hung from his favorite strap 


on the last owl-car homeward that night, he 
had another brilliant thought: he wonld spring 
this new joke—this child of his brain—on his 
wife. She should be the first to hear—and 
appreciate his work. 

As this young man-—-so full of joy, so 
sprightly humorous—let himself into the hal) 
of his domicile he heard a rustle of feminine 
garments; saw a nebulus shape. And without 
questioning the identity of the person before 
him began to speak his little lines. “M’ dear,” 
he said, “I've got it at last. At last I have 
discuvered a joke that will make me famous 
for all time. Listen; you shall be the judge: 
‘Why was Adam the happiest man on Earth?’ 
Here he fetched a few giggles (alas they were 
his last.) ‘Because he had no mother-in-law.’ ” 

This joyous young thing, because he did not 
know his audience, now sleeps where little 
birds roost over his lowly grave. Where the 
horned owl site in the lonely heures of the 
night and yells derisively: “Who, who are 
you?” 

And by some unkind trick of an unkind fate 
the board, having a simple pointing hand and 
the words “gone home,” that marked the head 
ef his tomb, has been turned upside down. 

The nebulus shape that he saw in the hall 
was not that of his wife—it was that of his 
wife's nearest ancestor.
